V  wi  on.  to  the  B^ll.  of  Niagara  should  not  mi«,  seeing 
Hod.  of  Age.  at  the  Cave  of  the  Winds;  the  Devil's  Hole. 
labU  Roc-k.  and  the  Iievil's  Pulpit;   the  upper  steel  arch 
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In  face  of  Bach  modern  miraelea  can  we  conclude  that  we 
have  reached  the  limit  of  advancement?  We  think  not,  and 
venture  to  pr<q>he«y  that  in  the  future  will  be  celebrated 
even  greater  marvels  than   in  the  part. 

The  following  companies  are  at  present  either  in  active 
operation  or  far  advanced  in  the  work  of  development. 

On  the  Oanadian  side: — (1)  Canadian  Niagara  Power 
Company;  this  plant  has  all  its  permanent  works  con- 
structed for  a  capacity  of  100,000  H.P.  net.  (2)  Ontario 
Power  Company;  the  headworks  for  this  Company  are  con- 
structed for  180,000  H.P.  (3)  The  Toronto  &  Niagara 
Power  Company ;  its  allied  company,  the  Electrical  Develop- 
ment Company  of  Ontario.  Ltd.,  is  constructing  a  power 
plant  of  125,000  H.P.  capacity. 

On  the  United  States  side: — Niagara  Falls  Power  Co., 
with  a  development  of  110,000  horse  power;  Hydraulic  Power 
Co.  with  35,000  horse  power  and  100,000  horse  power  more 
under  conntrnctibn. 

It  ia  estimated  that  the  complete  cost  of  these  three 
great  works  will  be  from  15  to  20  million  dollaia. 

The  Niagara  Park  Commissioners,  in  their  wisdom,  bat  at 
the  expense  of  tlie  power  companies,  have  been  rigidly  in- 
aistent  upon  the  various  works  of  construction  being  so 
planned  that,  when  completed,  they  will  not  only  not  detract 
from  the  physical  beauty  of  their  surroundings,  bat  add 
thereto.  It  is  cause  for  congratulation  for  Canadians  that 
most  of  the  po8aibiliti)>s  of  power  develoiunent  at  Ntegara 
are  on  the  Canadian  side,  for,  although  two  of  the  three 
companies  are  controlled  by  United  States  capital,  each  of 
the  agreements  contain  a  clause  providing  that  not  less  than 
SO  per  cent,  of  the  power  they  may  devel<q>  shall  be  held 
for  use  in  Canada  in  the  event  of  a  demand  arising  therefor. 


LKWISTON,   N.Y., 

Is  reached  from  Niagara  Falls  by  the  New  York  Central  & 
Hudson  River  R.  R.  and  the  Niagara  Gorge  R.  R.  (Great 
Gorge  Route).  It  is  situated  at  the  head  of  navigatltm  on 
the  lower  Niagara  River,  steamers  being  unable  to  stem  the 
current  above  that  point,  and  therefore  it  is  the  terminal 
for  the  Niagara  Navigation  Company.  Lewiston  is  Mie  of 
the   most    charming   spots   upon   the   Niagara   frontier,    the

In  the  just  completed  "  Cayuga  "  many  new  feature*  have 
been  introduced  in  the  interior  arrangements.  The  dining 
room  ia  located  up-staira  on  the  main  deck,  and  patrons 
while  at  table  may  enjoy  the  lake  and  river  scenery  through 
obeervation  windows.  The  upper  promenade  deck,  which 
ordinarily  ends  in  front  of  the  pilot  ho.ise,  is  extended  to 
the  stem,  affording  uuusuhI  accommodation  for  passengers 
and  also  sheltering  the  promenade  deck  below.  A  light  shade 
deck  amidships  sorves  as  an  awning  over  the  upper  promenade 
deck.

qunHaTON,  out., 

Ia  a  quaint  vihage  upon  the  Canadian  ibore  directly  opposite 
Lewiaton.  It  ia  associated  in  hiatory  with  the  gallant  defence 
made  by  the  Britiah  on  the  ad^cent  heights  in  the  war  of 
1812.  Brock'a  Monument  stands  on  the  Heights  of  Queens- 
ton,  whence  the  village  derived  ita  name.  It  ia  the  terminus 
of  the  International  Electric  Road  from  Niagara  Falls,  the 
cars  running  to  the  dock,  connecting  with  the  Niagara  River 
Litae  st«amers  for  Toronto. 

After  leaving  Lewiston  the  steamers  head  northward  and 
follow  the  current  for  aeven  miles,  the  shores  of  the  United 
States  on  the  right  and  Canada  upon  the  left,  providing  an 
ever-changing  panorama  of  beautiful  scenery.  At  the  month 
of  the  Niagara  River  a  landing  is  made  at  the  fascinating

NIAOABA    WHABF. 
NTAOABA-ON-THB-LAKB,  ONT., 

This  is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in  Canada,  and  formerly 
the  capital  of  the  Province,  when  it  was  known  as  "  Newark." 
Here  the  first  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada  met,  in.  1792. 
From  old  Fort  George,  whose  ruins  can  barely  be  seen  from 
the  river,  went  forth  the  gallant  General  Sir  Isaac  Brock  to 
meet  his  untimely  end  at  Queenston  Heights  in  1812.  The 
old  barracks  of  Butler's  Rangers  on  the  great  common,  and 
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St.  Mark'i  Church,  whow  tombtitonn  still  bear  the  marka 
made  by  the  enemy's  meat  chopper*,  are  worthy  of  a  visit. 

Evidence  of  the  "  fighting  days  "  at  Niagara-on-the-Uke 
is  furnished  by  old  Fort  Missassanga,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  which  can  be  seen  from  the  deck  of  the  steamer.  Its 
walls  are  carefully  preserved  among  the  many  other  historic 
relics  of  the  past  which  add  to  the  interest  of  the  stranger. 

Just  opposite  Niagara-on-the-Uke  upon  the  United  States 
shore,  stands 

OLD  rOBT  NIAOABA, 

one  of  the  most  historical  spoto  in  North  America,  bearing 
within  its  walls  the  relics  of  almost  two  and  a  half  centuries. 
Here    in    1068    USalle,  pursuing    hli  heroic  explorations, 
erected  the  first  building  (other  than  an  Indian  wigwam). to 
appear  on  this  frontier,  and  used  it  as  a  base  of  snl>plie«  to 
facilitate  his  discoveries.    Again  on  this  site  in  1678  he  bnilt 
a  structure  which  he  named  Port  Conti.     On  its  ruins  in 
1687  DeNouville  built  the  ill-fated  fort  that  bore  his  name, 
which  was  besieged  by-  the   Senecas  as  soon  as  the  army 
departed,  and  which  was  destroyed  the  following  year  on  the 
demand  of  the  Senecas  acting  under  British  instigation.    Fort 
Niagara  is  garrisoned,  and  adjacent  to  it  is  one  of  the  best 
reservations  for  target  practice  in  the  United  States.    During 
the  period  of  the  Canadian  Military  encampment  at  Niagara- 
on-the-lAke,  th»  jaunty  United  States  soldier  crosses  the  river 
and  fraternizes  in  friendly  good  fellowship  with  the  Cana- 
dian MilitiamMi. 

Upon  leaving  NIagara-on-the-Uke  the  steamer  imme- 
diately enters  I^ke  Ontario  upon  her  swift  passage  of  thirty 
miles  across  its  beautiful  waters.  This  sail  affords  one  of 
the  most  refreshing  features  of  the  trip  to  Toronto,  and  as 
the  opposite  shore  grad^lly  rises  upon  the  horizon  the 
passenger's  pleasure  in  -  ig  a  n^w  country  is  tempered 
by  regret  that  the  voyage       drawing  to  a  clos*. 

On  the  trip  across  Ontario  the  incoming  steamers  of  the 
same  Line  will  be  passed  and  saluted,  and  often  the  white 
canvassed  yachts  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club  will  be 
seen  cruising  to  Niagara-on-the-I^ke  and  other  ports. 

Soon  the  Scarboro'  Heights  on  the  north  shore  loom  up 
and  the  towers  and  spires  of  Toronto,  the  Queen  City,  come 
Into  view.  On  the  west  end  of  the  Island,  on  Gibraltar 
Point,  stands  a  fine  lighthouse  with  a  revolving  light,  built 
in  18(W.    Entering  the  bay  through  the  eastern  gap.  a  nearer 
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vl«w  of  the  rliy  can  he  ohrnlnml  and  aim  of  nanlan'a  Point 
which  la  ou  tb«  wctern  point  of  'I\wonto  laliind,  directly 
oppotite  the  city  acrow  the  bay. 

The  .teamen  land  their  paooengen  at  Tenge  Street 
wharf,  It.  being  the  central  rtreet  of  Toronto,  called  after  Sir 
fJeorge  Yonge,  Imperial  Secretary  for  War,  1791.  One  block 
north  from  the  dock  i«  Front  Street.  whe«,  the  Toronto 
Street  Rallwny  cam  can  be  taken  to  all  parta  of  the  city  for 
one  fare,  five  eeias.  or  2.%  tirketn  for  one  dollar.  ((  for  twenty- 
five  cetla.  Transfer,  on  all  line,  are  given  freely  by  the  con- 
ductors when  asked  for.

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S«rly  Hlatory.— The  .ite  of  Toronto  waa  the  termina- 
tion of  an  Indian  trail  which  rapplied  the  ahorteat  and  moat 
c-onvenient  road  between  I^lie  Huron  and  Lalte  Ontario 
The  name  itaelf  ia  of  Huron  origin  and  meana  a  "  place  of 
mePtlng,"  a  term  applied  to  the  neighbouriiood  of  Uke 
Simcoe,  which  was  the  northern  end  of  the  flrat  ata(,«  on  the 
Kreat  portage.  In  course  of  time  the  name  waa  tranaferred 
from  the  neighbourhood  of  Uke  Simcoe  to  the  aouthern  end 
of  the  trail. 

^     During    the    latter    put  of    the    aeventeenth    and  the 
b<*inning  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  fight  for  the  fur 
trade  with   the  Indiana  waa  maintained   with  great  vigor 
between  the  English  from  AlUny  and  the  French  from  Mon- 
treal.    The  control  by  the  French  of  the  trade  paraing  by 
the  Niagara  Rirer  led  the  English  to  eatnbliah  a  fort  at 
Oswego  for  the  purpoae  of  gaining  the  traffic  from  the  North- 
west, and  aa  a  counteratroke.  a   French    trading-post    waa 
established    in    1748  on  the    site  of    Toronto,  which    waa 
named    Fort   RouUifi.   after   the  French   colonial    minister. 
It    waa   situated  on    the    lake   shore  in    what  is  now    the 
western    part  of    th«.    city,  and    its    site  is  marked  by  nn 
obeiiak  in  the  south-west  comer  of  the  Exhibition  grounds. 

In  1758  the  threatened  attacks  on  Quebec,  Montreal  and 
Niagara  by  the  Engliab  forces  under  Wolfe  and  Amiierst 
impelled  the  Governor  of  (Canada,  M.  de  Vaudr^uil.  to  with- 
draw his  fort-e  from  the  smaller  forts,  and  under  his  instruc- 
tion Fort  Rouillfi  was  burned  in  1750. 

The  termination  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the 
declaration  of  Independence  was  followed  by  the  expulsion 
of  the  United  Empire  Loynlista,  many  of  whom  setUed  in 
I_  pper  Canada.  Some  of  these  settlers  found  their  way  to 
the  ylcinity  of  Toronto  and  clviliaed  settlement  had  then  its 
beginning.  At  that  time  the  eyes  of  the  Imperial  officials 
were  cast  on  It  as  a  suitable  site  for  the  future  capital  of 
Ontario,  it  poaaesaing  a  capacious,  safe,  and  well-sheltered 
harbor.    Its  aitnatlon  certainly  commended  it  as  a  convenient 
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and  Mfe  plact  for  the  capital  of  th«»  Provlnre.  and  when 
Li«at.-Col.  Johu  (.'iMvet  Simcoe,  the  flnt  Oovoriior  .»f  Tpper 
Cknada,  cam*  to  the  conclualon  that  Newark,  as  Niagara-on- 
the-Lake  was  then  called,  was  unsnltable  for  the  Beat  of 
GovemnH>nt.  on  acrount  of  its  proximity  to  the  !Tnite«l  States 
border  and  its  not  bein»  central  enonith  for  provincial  pur- 
poses, he  bad  no  difficult?  in  selecting  Ibronto  as  the  plac* 
best  suited  for  his  capital. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  century  the  town  had  taken  form 
and  was  spreading  its  buildings  over  the  fairly  large  area 
laid  out.     Public  buildings   were  enxted   and  others  were

projected  uud  r.>»ideiice8  sprunB  up  of  Koodly  proportion  nnil 
architectural  variety.  At  this  period  the  town  was  twieo 
captured  by  the  Americans.  It  surrendered  in  1813  to 
General  Pike,  when  the  Houses  of  Parliament  and  the  records 
were  burned  and  much  damage  inflicted  <»  property;  the 
mace,  "  the  gilded  bauble  "  of  authority  in  use  in  the  Parlia- 
ment, wa^  carried  oflf  to  Detroit.  A  painting  of  it,  however, 
may  now  be  seen  in  the  present  Parliament  buildings,  and  it 
isn't  much  to  look  at.  Three  months  later  the  town  was 
taken  by  the  American  fleet  under  Commodore  Channcey. 
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In  1884  it  b«ttune  a  city,  and  tbe  man  upon  whom  w» 
b-towwl  Um  dlatinctlon  of  being  the  tint  mayor  wa.  th* 
■«iUtor  and  reformer.  Williau,  Uyon  Mackeuale.  At  the 
date  of  it.  incorporation,  tbe  i>«pulation  of  Toronto  waa  on- 
der  lo^MO  and  tbe  rauble  property  witbiu  the  city  limit, 
did  not  exceed  three  quarter-  of  u  million  dolbir..  Tbe 
we.terii  boundary  waa  P«er  Street  and  tbe  city  did  not 
extend  bey«.d  tbe  Don.  There  were  few  building,  to  tbe 
north  of  yueen  Street,  then  Itnowu  aa  Ix)t  Street,  the 
primeval  foreat  being  .till  uncut  and  uncleared  on  tbe 
northern  border.

It    ia    unque«tion«bly    true    that    Toronto',    marvellou. 
growth  i.  due  to  a  combination  of  powerful  factor..     Her 
outlet,    whether  by  ehip  or  rail,  are  excellent  and  perfectly 
ma  ntulned.     To  the  north,  eaet  and  weat  lie.  a  beautiful 
uud  moat  fertile  countiy,  while  on  the  .outh  i.  the  broad 
expanae  of    one    of    the    five  greatest    lake.  In  the  world. 
In  all  the  Dominion  there  1.  no  city  blened  with  a  more 
aalubnoua  climate  than  Toronto.   Tbe  meteorological  recorda 
»how  that  few  cities  on  tbe  continent  have  fewer  rainy  day- 
and  yet  ihe  opprewIvencHa  of  the  aummer  heat  of  other  citle.' 
^  the  aame  latitude  is  rarely  felt  in  Toronto,  the  deep  cool 
lake  In  front  of  the  city  modifying  as  it  doe.  tbe  woth  and 
aouth-woHt  wind,  blowing  over  It.     It  i.  cooler  in  the  mim- 
mer   and    warmer  in  tbe    winter    than    Chicago,  Cleveland. 
Buffalo,   Detroit  or  any  other  city  on  the  chain  of  Great 
lAkea. 

From  whatever  point  approached,  Toronto  present,  all  the 
elements  and  aspects  of  metropolitan  life.  On  every  hand  are 
to  be  seen  evidences  of  materinl  wealth  and  prosperity  of 
comfort  and  luxury,. of  taste,  culture  and  refinement. 

The  city  is  admirably  laid  out  and  the  streete  are  broad 
and  pleaaant.  The  principal  shopping  thoroughfare,  are 
hned  with  mammoth,  and  in  many  cases  magnificent,  mercan- 
tile  establishments.  i  «« 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  city  of  equal  sise  in  .\merica  con- 
tains  so  many  substantial  and  artistic  homes  and  m  delight- 
ful a  seriM  of  residential  districts  as  Toronto.     It  1.  a  city 
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of  hoiue«.  uuiulwriuK  anxmi  It*  citiMiia  more  uctiul  ■,««,. 
bolden  tlwu  toy  community  of  tli«  mum  mim  and  popok- 
tion  in  tlM  entire  country. 

-It  is  the  luaiiufiicturinf  and 
di^tributiuf  city  of  •  wealthy  and  enterprising  c-ommunlty, 
whoee    (vuntry   is    exceedingly    rich    in    timber,   minerals, 
tisheriei^  and  the  products  of  the  soil,  and  whoM»  number  and 
commercial   straacth   are   rapidly   increasinc    Three  great 
system*  of  railway  spread  their  main  and  branch  lines  over 
this  vast  are*  focnsing  in  Toronto,  where  the  linen  of  rail  and 
water  commuiiicatiou  me«t,  and  from  which  uU  the  markets 
of  Ontario  and  the  great  Canadian  Weat  can  be  moat  con- 
veniently reached.    Central  Ontario  is  the  most  highly  cul- 
tivated portion  of  the  Domiuion  of  Canada,  but  in  the  wide 
expanse  of    its    northern    portion  and  westward  along  the 
Great  Ukes,  and  even  to  the  bonndarie*  of  Alanitohi^  nev 
settlementa,  towns  and  villages  are  constantly  springing  up. 
and    new    avenuei    of   commerce    being   opened  np  i>s  the 
resources  of  these)  divtricta  become  more  fully  known.    The 
t-onstructiou  of  a  new  Canadian  railway  to  the  Padflc  CoaM 
wUl  largely  increase  the  sphere  of  Toronto's  commercial  in- 
iluenoe.  whiio  the  facilities  for  cheap  hike  navigation  from 
Ontario  ports  give  to  the  city  an  a«iurance  of  continued  and 
increasing  supremacy  in  the  control  of  the  wholewle  trade  of 
New  Ontario,  Manitoba  and  the  North- West  Territoriea. 

P«bll«  Bwlldlasa.— Toronto  probably  contains  as  many 
fine  public  buildings  a»  any  city  of  iu  sise  in  the  world. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  Union  Depot,  which 
coat  over  a  miUion  dollars;  the  City  and  County  Uall. 
which,  without  exception,  is  the  finest  in  the  world;  the 
Temple  BnUding,  the  home  of  the  I.  O.  F.;  the  Confederation 
Life  Building,  Canada  Life  Building,  the  Pariiament  Build- 
ings. Iniversity  of  Toronto,  Osgoode  Hall,  Normal  School, 
Ipper  Canada  College.  Trinity  University,  Knox  College. 
General  Hospital,  and  many  othera  of  which  la<A  of  space 
forbids  mention. 

Oorenuneat.— The  government  of  the  city  is  vested  in 
a  Council  con8isting  of  a  Mayor,  four  Controllers  and 
eighteen  Aldermen.  The  Mayor  and  Controllers  Ire  elected 
annually  from  a  vote  of  the  entire  city.  The  Aldermen  are 
elected  annually,  three  from  each  of  the  six  wards  into  which 
the  city  is  divided.  The  Board  of  Control  m  the  executive 
Council.

Art.— In  the  domain  of  art  Toronto  has  long  been  recog- 
iilzed  as  the  centre  whence  radiates  the  best  Canada  can 
ahow  in  painting,  sculpture  and  architectural  designing.  The 
Ontario  Society  of  Artists  have  a  gallery  of  their  own.  and 
the."  annual  exhibition  gives  an  epitome  of  the  progress  and 
status  of  art  in  all  Canada.  A  large  Provincial  Art  Gallery 
i«  located  in  the  Education  Department  buildings  The  Cen 
tral  Ontario  School  of  Art,  the  Women's  Art  As^K^iation. 
the  Toronto  Art  League,  the  Graphic  Arts  Club,  the  Society 
of  Arts  and  Crafts,  and  other  societies  of  similar  alms  and 
scope.  Also  contribute  to  the  influence  of  Toronto  as  an  art 
centre.  The  Canadian  Institute  and  the  Women's  Canadian 
Historical  Society  db  much  to  preserve  the  fast  vanishing 
tokens  and  records  of  our  country's  past,  while  the  National 
Council  of  Women,  the  British  Empire  I^eague,  and  other 
similar  organisations,  are  keenly  in  touch  with  the  senti- 
ment*  of  the  present  day. 

Mnsio — Toronto  has  achieved  a  continental  renown  as 
a  musical  centre,  and  no  city  on  the  continent  gives  a  more 
nppreciative  or  more  generous  support  to  musical  function* 
It  supports  three  excellent   Conservatories,  to  which  students 
come  from  all  over  Canada,  and  from  many  foreign  coun- 
tries.    The    Mendelssohn    Choir  of   220    singers   under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  A.  S.  Vogt.  recently  paid  a  triumphant  visit 
to  Buffalo  and  New  York,  whose  musical  critics  say  better 
choral     singing    was      never     heard    in    either    city.      The 
"Buffalo  Commercial  "  said  of  the  choir:  "Perhaps  London 
Berlin  or  Paris  may  Imve.  for  a  season  now  and  then    a 
better  equipped,  mixed  chorus  than  Dr.  Vogt's,  but  the  latter 
ranks,     without    doubt,    to-day,     among    the    world's     best 
equipped  and  best  trained  chomses.'"

Many  costly,  beautiful  homes  may  be  found  on  its  streets, 
as  well  as  the  shack  of  the  summer  visitor  and  the  tent  of 
the  camper.  Its  park  contains  385)  acres,  diversified  with 
athletic  grounds,  llower  beds  and  lagoons. 

Sports. — ^Toronto  holds  a  foremost  place  in  sportu,  being 
represented  in  aquatics  by  the  Argonaut  Rowing  Club,  the 
Toronto  Rowing  Club,  the  Do  Rowing  Club,  and  the 
Toronto  Canoe  Club,  which  is  the  largest  in  the  worid.  The 
Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club,  the  Queen  City  Yacht  Club, 
and  minor  organizations  provide  accommodation  for  the 
devotees  of  sailing.  |n  amateur  branches  of  sport,  kicroase, 
baseball,  golf  (with  five  clubs  having  beautiful  grounds  and 
club  houses),  polo,  cricket,  bowling,  tennis  and  football  are 
popular. 

CANADIAN  NATIONAI.  EXHIBinOIl 

The  Canadian  National  Exhibition,  which  is  held  in 
Toronto  annually,  in  August  and  September,  is  the  most 
progressive  institution  in  Canada.    . 

In  every  way  it  justifies  the  title  of  "National,"  for 
among  the  exhibits  will  be  found  specimens  of  eveiy  article 
made  in  Canada,  every  animal,  every  agricultural  product, 
and  every  product  of  the  mine,  forest,  farm,  factory,  lake  and 
river.      In  addition,  the  world  is  annually  scoured  for  extra  at- 
tractions.    Considerable  attention  is  also  paid  to  Music  and 
Fine  Arts.    For  the  last  few  years  the  most  famous  bands  of 
the  British  Ertipire,  such  as  the  Coldstream  Guards,  the  Black 
Watch,  the  Irish  Guards,  and  the  Second  Life  Guards,  have 
been  brought  across  the  Atlantic,  and  have  given  two  concerts 
daily  on  the  grounds.    In  the  Art  Gallery  are  to  be  seen  not 
only  the  works  of  all  the  leading  Canadian  artists,  but  also 
many  valuable  pictures  loaned  by  HLs  Majesty  the  King,  the 
City  of  London,  the  Government  of  France,  the  City  of  Liver- 
pool,   South    Kensington    Museum,    Victoria    and     Albert 
Museum,   Lord   Strathcona.  and  other  eminenf  people  and 
famous  corporations.    One  of  the  most  attractive  buildings  is 
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the  ProceB.  nuilding,  which  haa  been  erected  tbk  year,  at  a 
co«t  of  nearly  »100,00(),  and  in  which  will  be  shown  Rome 
thirty  industries  in  active  operation.  This  building  is  unique 
to  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition,  not  having  its  like  in 
any  other  exhibition  of  the  world.  A  new  Main  Building  and 
one  of  the  largest  grand  stands  on  the  continent  have  been 
erected  to  repla««  buildingn  destroywl  by  fire,

EXHIBITION  OBOUNDS. 

The  Exhibiiion  Grounds  occupy  a  model  site  on  the  Garri- 
son reserve,  overlooking  Lake  Ontario.  The  grounds  are  very 
extensive  and  the  buildings  are  commodious,  of  pleasing  de- 
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sigiig  aud  iHjrftflly  oquipiKKl  for  the  puriwscs  for  which  tlicy 
were  erected.  Hurt*  ia  held  ench  yetir  Cauuda's  grcutcst  Exiiotti- 
tioi),  aud  tbouBaiids  of  people  from  all  parts  of  the  Dominion 
and  the  United  States  pay  a  visit  annually  to  this,  Can- 
nda's  biKseflt  axricnltural  nnd  induntrial  show. 


OOLBOBNE  liODQE. 

Fronting  the  lake's  edge  about  four  miles  westward  from 
Yonge  Street's  stream  of  trade,  stands  Colborne  TiOdge,  an 
unpretentious  stuccoed  dwelling  with  a  winding  pnfh  leading 
up  from  the  shore. 

Not  the  oldest  of  Toronto's  build- 
ings— nor  in  large  historic  affairs  the 
most  noted— is  Colborne  Lodge. 
But  the  essential  human  interest  of 
its  stoiy  cannot  fail  in  an  appeal  well 
nigh  universal ;  and  from  Toronto- 
nians  no  one  of  their  city's  landmarks 
evokes  more  of  affectionate  regard 
than  the  home  cf  the  late  John 
George  Howard,  whose  long  life  of 
service  to  his  fellows  had  its  climax 
in  the  giving  to  the  city  of  the  mag- 
nificent parklands  surrounding  his 
home.  His  gift  forms  a  largo  part 
of  the  375  or  so  acres  of  Howard 
Park — still  commonly  known  as 
High  Park — Toronto's  most  beauti- 
ful pleasure  ground. 

Mr.  Howard  was  a  descendent 
from  warlike  Lord  William  Howard 
—the  "belted  Will"  of  Sir  Walter 
Scott — and  this  no  less  sturdy  hero 
was  born  twenty-one  miles  north  of  London  somewhat  more 
than  one  hundred  years  ago.  At  fifteen  he  went  to 
sea  tts  a  boy  before  the  mast,  but  after  two  ye«irs' 
experience  abandoned  nautical  life — chiefly  because  he  was 
chronically  troubled  by  that  noti-heroic  affliction,  mal  de  tncr. 
From  that  time  on  he  devoted  his  attention  to  civil  engineer- 
ing and  architecture.  In  1832  be  and  his  young  wife  resolved 
to  emignate  to  Canada.  Mr.  Howard  was  soon  appointed 
drawing-master  at  Upper  Canada  College,  at  a  salary  of  £100 
per  annum.     Gradually  his  professional  ability  gained  him

A  cairn 
of  H.ihewn  granite  boulders  sup- 
ports a  double  marble  jiedestal, 
terminating  with  a  Maltese  Cross. 
A  marble  tablet  bears  this  simple 
inscription,  between  the  lines  of
